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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 


Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 2, line 7, "a" should be "an". 

On page 3, line 2, "are" should be inserted before "assembled". Also on line 25, 
"preferably" should be "preferable". 

On page 5, line 1 1, "Figs. 2, 4," should be "Figs. 2 and 4". 
%f On page 7, line 25, the phrase "(not shown)" at the end of the sentence should perhaps be 
inserted instead after "bolts". 

*/on page 8, lines 5-6, the phrase "(not shown)" at the end of the sentence on line 6 should 
perhaps instead be inserted after "bolts" on line 5. Also on line 10, "the" or "an" should be 
inserted before "assembling". 

v/^On page 10, line 21, "at an outside" should perhaps be "at a location outside". 
On page 1 1, line 1, "each other" should perhaps be "each component". 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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3 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because on line 2, "in such a manner as 
should perhaps be deleted. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Objections 

4 Claims 2 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 2, on line 3, "vertically wall" should be "vertical wall". 
In claim 5, on line 2, "steps of;" should be "steps of". 

Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

y/^^Claims 3 and 4 both recite the limitation "the toe board side" in line 5. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 


Allowable Subject Matter 


7. Claim 1 is allowed. j 
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8. Claims 2 and 5 are objected to as containing minor informalities, but would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome these informalities. 

9. Claims 3-4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 ILS.C. 
1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 


10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references show other blower unit mounting structures similar to that of the 
current invention.
